Home of the Exiled Napoleons. 


JUST below Constance the beautiful 


island of Keiohenau lies like a gem in 
tho miniature sea. On the lulls to. the 
left are chateaux, villas and castles. At 
least one of these is historical; it is al- 
most the simplest among them, but is 
interesting as having been for twenty 
Tears the borne of Queen Hortense, the 
"daughter of Josephine and the step- 
daughter of Napoleon the First. 
With 


all her brilliancy of birth and charac- 
ter, she was an unhappy and an unfor- 
tunate woman. 
She had seen her own father mur- 


dered on the guillotine. Her mother 
married an Emperor, only to die broken- 
hearted. Her step-father died on a 
lone island of the sea. She herselt 
married a King, only to be divorced and 
dethroned, while her children and her 
whole family became wandering fugi- 
tives in strano-e lands. It is extremely 
saddening to walk through the rooms 
of her little home here, and recall the 
fate that followed her iu life. 
When Napoleon became -Emperor, | 


she was one. of the most brilliant and j 
talented women of his court. 
She 


wrote excellent verses, arranged plays 
and composed songs that have cheered 
thelreuch armies in battle from that 
day to this. Her song " Pat-taut pour 
la Syrie" may last with thol'rench lan- 
guage. 


When Napoleon's star of destiny 


failed him, and all who boro his name, 
or wero related to him. were banished 
from France, poor Hortense, after bc- 
iuo- refused a resting-place in many 
lands, bought this little villa in a quiet 
corner of Switzerland. Here she de- 
voted many years to self-eulture and 
the Bare of her two sons. 
Here was spent the 
boyhood of 


France's second Emperor. Arenenberg 
is a plain villa outside, but is situated 
on one of the loveliest spots of the 
shores of the river Rhine. In the gar- 
den near the villa is a long, low house, 
used then, as now, for stables. The 
upper floor of this out-house contained 
the rooms of the young Prince, Louis 
Napoleon. Here he studied, and hero 
ho schemed. 


In a recent visit to Arenenburg tlio | 


writer hunted up a number of old resi- | 
dents of the neighborhood who had : 
been companions of Napoleon, and :i ; 
few who had been friends of llortense. 
There were many remembered incidents 
of the life of both; for both, though iu
